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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. 

The claims are a copy of the method claim with "means" attached to each limitation. Since each 
of the limitations reads on software per se. The claims are nonstatutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 26 and 28 and 29 are vague and indefinite as to how a compute readable medium can take 
into account the steps of "prior to receiving the software " and "prior to requesting the summary". 

Claim 27 is indefinite as to how it fiarther limits the computer readable medium. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 1-11 and 25-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gillespie 
(of record). 

The applicant argument is that the reference is not prior art because it fails to teach that the 
claimed invention existed prior to the filing data of the instant application. 

The examiner has read the claim in their broadest reasonable interpretation. This includes a 
consumer logging onto a billing consolidation system and viewing the bill. The examiner reads 
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the summary and detail billing information to be the single bill. The reference is clear that this 
method and the underlying technology were enabling as of 1999. 



As to the following limitations: 

the request being automatically generated by a billing portal in response to an 
action by a billable entity associated with the billing portal; 

exclusively causes the billing portal to transmit the request for the summary billing information and to 
receive the summary billing information and the detailed billing contact information, 

transmitting, over the communications network, the software to the billing portal to effect 
delivery and installation of the software, 

wherein the delivery, the installation, and operation of the provided software are automatic with respect to 
other human and machine activity at the billing portal, 

it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to have software to the bill provider and/or the bill 
viewer as motivated by the benefits of delivering software over the internet. Moreover, this process would 
inherently include providing a URL locator. Moreover, it would have been obvious for one to have 
encrypted the URL locator to prevent fraud and the like. 

As for the following limitations: 

wherein the software comprises one contiguous portion of dynamic HTML, 
software comprises one contiguous portion of JavaScript, 

wherein the software when in an uncompressed form has less than 80 bytes of information, 
these limitations fail to further limit the method and apparatus claims.
